red by tho absence of accuracy 
i the principal fact sought to 
M established. The Bath county 
furnace was built in the "spring nnd 
summer of 1791," according to the 
writer, and '•when the first blast 
was made, in the early winter of 
1791. it was under many difficul- 
ties;" nnd it is further claimed, 
and with accuracy, no doubt, that 
"in the war of 1812 the cannon 
balls from this furnace were ex- 
tensively used, and the guns ur the 
famous battle of New Orleans are 
said to have been shotted with its 
product." 

The oldest furnaco west of the 
Allegheny mountains still stands 
on the Roxbury tract, in Fayette 
county, Pennsylvania, and not far 
from the route pursued by the ill- 
fated and rashly bravo Bruddoek 
on his march to Fort Duquesne, to 
death and, almost, to dishonor. The 
patent for tho Roxbury tract was 
issued by the Governor of Pennsyl- 
vania to William Turnbull, July 
13, 1789, (Lambing's Historical 
Researches,) and that the furnace 
was built prior to that time is evi- 
dent trom the records of the June 
term, 1789, of tho Court of Quarter 
Sessions of Fayette county, record- 
ing an entry of "A view of a road 
from the furnace on Jacob's creek 
to Thomas Kyle's mills." 

According to the history of Fay- 
ette county the first blast was in 
November, 1789, and it is certain 
that on January 6, 1792, Gen. Knox, 
Secretary of War, wrotw to Maj. 
Isaac Craig. Commandant at Pitts- 
burgh, as follows : 

"It is not possible that you could 
obtain the shot for tho six-pound- 
ers from Turnbull & Marniie's fur- 
nace;" and two weeks later he 
wrote to Maj. Craig: "Altliough I 
have forwarded the shot for the 
six-pounders from Carlisle, I am 
not sorry that you ordered those 
from Turnbull A Marmie. Let 
them send their proposals nt whut 
rates they will east shot, shell, can- 
non and howitzers, etc." (Lamb- 
ing.) 

The furnace was called the "Al- 
liance," nnd, it appears, the ven- 
ture was not very profitable, as the 
last blast was shortly before tho 
war of 1812. 

The records of the Court of 
Quarter Sessions are conclusive 
.that the furnace was built prior to 
1789, and the letters from Gen. 
Knox to Maj. Craig, January 6 and 
January 15, 1792, ure conclusive of 
the capacity of the furnace, and 
that it had "blown a blast" prior 
to the winter nf 1791, the earliest 

' date assigned by the Commercial- 
Tribune contributor for tho blast 
at the 1'reston furnace in Bath 

• county. 

Mct'racken county, Kentucky,

Kvcrlasting thanks to ti.nl that the 
waters of life were not handed to the 
world in the unwashed cup of cor- 
rupt languages from which na- 
tions ha 1 MMM drinking, but in 
the clean, bright, golden-lipped, em- 
erald-handled chalice of the Hellenes 
Learned Cut tius wrote a w hole column 
a hunt the tireek verb. Philologists 
century after century have been meas- 
uring the symmetry of that language, 
laden with elegy and I'hilippic. drama 
and comedy, Odyssey and Iljad; but 
the grandest thing that tireek language 
ever accomplished was to give to the 
worhl the benediction, the comfort, 
the irradiation, the salvation of the 
(fospel of the Son of (lod For that 
we are debtors to the tirecks.

It is popular to scoff at the 
dead languages, but 50 per cent of the 
world's intellectuality w ould have laren 
taken off if, through learned institu- 
tions our young men bad not, under 
competent pro.'cssors, bceu drilled in 
lireck masterpieces llesiods "Weeks 
aud Days." or the culogium by Simon- 
ides of the alain in war. or IMudar's 
• tides of Victory," or "The recollec- 
tions of Socrates," or "The Art of 
Words," by Corax, or Xenophon's 
Anabasis. From the lirceks the 
world learued how to make history. 
Had there been no llcnalotus and 
Thncydides there would bate la-en no 
Macau I a « Ham-toft. Had there 
la-en no Sophocles in trngedy there 
would have been no Shakespeare. Had 
there laren no Homer there would have 
been no Milton. The imMlern wits, 
who are notv or have la-en out on the 
divine mission of making the world 
laujfh at the right time, can be traced 
back to Aristophanes, the Athenian, 
and many of the jia-osities that are now 
taken as new had their suggestions 
twenty-three hundred years ago in the 
54 comedies of that master of merri- 
ment, t.recian mythology has been 
the richest mine from which orators 
and essayists have drawn their illus- 
trations and painters the themes for 
their canvas, and. although now an 
exhausted mine. OHM mythology 
has done a work that nothing else 
eould hate accomplished. MMM rep-

rolling the stone up the hill, only to 
have the same thing to do over ar:ui>.

Hut there is another art in my 
naiwJ. the oiost, fascina^ ing. elevating 
and inspiring of all art ., trait m- nea. 
est to the. divine-for which ail the 
world owes it debt to the Hellenes that 
will never be paid. I mean sculpture. 
At least C.'.O years before Christ the 
Creclcs perpetuated the human face 
and lioriti in terra cotta and marble. 
What a blessing to the human family 
that mvn ami women, mightily useful, 
who coul. 1 live only within a century, 
maybe MT** MM Mill for live or six or 
ten centairies. How 1 wish that IM 
sciilptor.c-oatemporaiieous w ith Christ, 
could lutve put his matchless form 
in marble Hut for every grand 
ami exijuLsite statin- of M::rtin l.tithcr. 
of John Knox, of WUIhUH I'cnn. 
of TmmMM tSialmers. of We^iugton. 
of Lafayette, of any of the great states- 
men or emancipators or MMM 
who adorn your parks or (ill the niches 
of your a.-adeaties, you are debtors to 
the Creeks, 'f hey covered the lerop- 
olis, they glor-iticd the temples, they 
adorned the cemeteries with statues, 
some in cedar, some in ivory, some in 
silver, some in gol I. sonic in size di- 
minutive and some in si/.e colossal. 
Thanks to Phidias, w ho work.- I in 
stone: to CUarchus. who worked in 
bron/c: to I Suit. is. who worked in gold, 
and tn all ancient chisels of commem- 
oration. Do you not realize that for 
many of tho wonders of sculpture we 
arc debtors to the Creeks'? 

Ym! For the science of medicine, 
the great art of healing, we must thank 
the tirecks. There is the immortal 
tireek diartor, Hippocrates, who first 
opened the door for disease to go out 
and health to come in. He lirst set 
forth the importance, of cleanliness 
and sleep, making the patient larfore 
treatment to Ite washed aud take 
slumber oa the hide of a sacrificed 
beast. He first discovered the import- 
ance of th.irongli prognosis and diag- 
nosis. Ua formulated the famous oath 
of llippoorotes which is taken by phy- 
sicians of our day. lie emancipate.) 
uie.iieine frxiln superstition, empiricism 
priestcraft, lie was I he father of all the 
infirmaries, hospitals anil medical 
colleges of Mm last tl centuries. Aueient 
medicament and surgery had before 
that been anatomical and physiological 
assault and battery, and long after 
the time of Hmmm the Creek 
doctor, where his theories were not 
know n, the llible speaks of fatal med- 
ical treatment when it says: ' Iu his 
disease he sought not to the Cord, but 
to tire physicians, and Asa slept with 
bis fathers." And we read in the New 
Testament of the poor woman who 
had been treated by incompetent doc- 
tors who asked large fees, where it 
says: "She had sintered many thiiipa 
of many physicians, and had spent all 
that she ii.nl. and was nothing better 
but rather grew- worse." For our 
glorious MMMM of medicine and sur- 
ffery, more sublime than astronomy, 
for we have more to do with disease 
than with the stars; more Iteautiful 
than botany, for bloom of health, in 
the cheek of wife and child, than all 
the loses of the garden — for this grand- 
est of all sciences, the science of heal- 
ing, every pillow of recovered invalid, 
every ward of American and Ktimpean 
hospital may well cry out. "Thank 
IJod for old Doctor Hippocrates: I. 
like Paul, am indebted to the Creeks." 

Furthermore, all the world is obli- 
gated to Hellas more thau it can ever 
pay- for its heroics in the causa of lib- 
erty and right. I'nited MMM to-day 
had not better think that the lirceks 
w- 1 not light.

"The wheat crop is always being 
harvested somewhere,'' said a man 
on the Board of Trade. "Just now, 
while the American farmer is not 
thinking of wheat, the crop of Aus- 
tralia, Chili nnd the Argentine re- 
public is being put on the market. 
In February and March the fields 
of upper Egypt and those of India 
are bal Mated. That of lower Egypt, 
which is irrigated by the overflow- 
ing of the Nile, is harvested in 
April, while Syria, Cyprus, Persia 
and Asia Minor nlso gather crops 
during that month. Cuba's wheat 
will also be gathered in April. 

"Texas is the first of our States 
to send wheat to the market. This 
it does during May; at the same 
tims that the fields of Algeria, Cen- 
tral Asia, China, Japan and Mo- 
rocco are making their yields. In 
June those of California, Oregon, 
Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, the 
Carolinas, Tennessee.Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Kansas, Arkansas.Utah, Col- 
orado, Missouri, Turkey, Greece, 
Italy, Spain, Portugal and the South 
of France are harvested. July sees 
the crops in the other American 
States and all except the northern- 
most part of Europe harvested. 
Russia then begins to gather her 
grain, more being harvested in Au- 
gust, when Manitoba, lower Cana- 
da, North Dakota and the north- 
ernmost countries of Europe are 
the scenes of the 1; irv. -t. Sweden. 
Norway and Northern Russia are 
the only wheat fields covered with 
the golden grain in September and 
October.

While the »eeent term of the 
Circuit court was in session a well- 
known young married man of this 
city, who has only recently attain- 
ed to the dignity of a proud father 
and who was then on one of the 
juries, nnd who had a short time 
before read an account of a decision 
by a New York judge in a case 
where a man was arrested for 
'spanking' his wife and claimed 
that he had a right to do so, indited 
the following to Judge Settle and 
asked his legal opinion on the mat- 
ters involved : 

"Honorable Sir — I noticed the 
following case in Judge Osborne's 
court in Brooklyn, N. Y., of which 
the facts briefly are: Mr. William 
Britton acknowledged to 'spank- 
ing' bis wife and claimed that as 
head of his house he had the right 
to do so. Will you oblige me with 
your written opinion whether or 
not a man has a right to chastise 
his wife in tho manner above de- 
scribed. This is a vital question 
affecting our peace and happiness. 
Your immediate answer will greatly 
oblige. Yours, etc." 

Judge Settle kindly favored him 
with the following written opinion, 
which will doubtless prove of in- 
terest to more young Bowling Green 
husbands than the one who asked 
for the Judge's decision : 

"At the common law as anciently 
construed a man had the right to 
absolute obedience from his wife; 
she could have nothing, own no 
property and what she had before 
marriage became his upon the mar- 
riage. He eveu had the right to 
thrash or whip her in a reasonable 
degree. But, happily for mankind, 
the wife is now the owner in her 
own right of whatever property she 
may have at marriage or may af- 
terwards acquire. She is equal to 
the husband, and in many 
'the gray mare is tbo better 
So, under the laws of Kentucky, 
while a man may wallop bis owu 
'jackass,' he dare not wallop his 
wife, or even lav his hand upon her 
in anger.
